‘Fhe reckless use of profanity in pub- 
lic is, In my estimation, the worst form 
of peace disturbance,”’ said Chief Creeey. 
“It Is becoming quite a fad for men to 
voice their simplest thoughts in the vil- 
est of language. 

“Many of them are gett'ng so that 
they cannot talk without using“profan- 
ity. Women are continually subjected 
to nervous shocks by the indiscriminate 
use of ‘cuss’ words, and it’s about time 
to put a stop to it. 

Swearing in Cars. 

Judge William Jefferson Pollard of 
the Dayton Street Police Court said: 

“] always fine defendants brought 
before me for swearing in street cars 
when the evidence shows them guilty. 
There isnaexcuse for using Billings- 
Sate or profanity in a public con- 
veyance. It 1s as much an assault on 
the ears of passengers as a blow 
would be. . 

Justice Frank M. Kleiber said: “No- 
body has any right to use profane or 
vulgar language en street cars. Usually 
there are women passengers and the 
usc of Vile language in their hearing 
aggravates the offense. We had a num- 
ber of such cases in our cougt last sum- 
mer and | fined the offenders in every 
rstance 

New Commissioner Talks. 

Benjamin F. Gray Jr., new Police 
Commissioner, said. 

“I think persons should not be allowed 
to use profane language on a street car 
or anywhere else. There is no reason 
why anybody should ever use such lan- 
guage. 

Peisonally I have heard very little 
language of that kind on street cars.”’ 

Capt. Robert McCulloch, general man- 
ager of the United Railways Co., said: 

“The company is desirous of having or- 
der preserved on its cars,”’ said Capt, 
McCulloch, “and conductors have in- 
structions to preserve order. 

Passengers Do Not Help. 

“But our experience has been that, 
when a conductor undertakes to check 
& man who ts using profanity, he has 
a fight on his hands. Usually the pro- 
fane passenger has several friends, 
While the conductor has no one to help 
him. 

“Other passengers will not back a 
conductor up physically. They will usu- 
ally not give him their names as wit- 
nesses. 

“A policeman can handle the matter 
much more easily, for he, can make an 
arrest. The conductor cannot make an 
arrest, he can only talk to the man and 
get into trouble with him.

Hamilton, really wrote the “I love you— 
send me $2” series of letters to Col. 

homas Snell, she did so while in a con- 
dition of nervous collapse. Mrs. Ham- 
ilton, who was known during her resi- 
dence in .Tuscola as ‘‘the preacher's 
butterfly,”’ is said to be ‘‘within a few 
miles of Tuscola in a private retreat, 
and in a condition of complete nervous 
collapse. 

While atthe Beardsley Hotel in Cham- 
paign Mrs, Hamilton is said to have 
procured two newspapers containing the 
letters signed by herself and daughter. 
She fell in a faint and was revived wat.) 
difficulty. Mrs. Woolverton gaid: 

“We have only a half light on this 
story that has blighted the reputations 
of the Hamiltons. I hope and believe 
that Rev. Mr. Hamilton will shorily 
publish a defense of his wife or that 
she will do it herself. I understand 
that her serious condition of health pre- 
cludes any such effort on her part for 
the present. 

Irresponsible Before Christmas. 

“I saw Mrs. Hamilton last a few days 
before Christmas. It is my opinion that 
she was then irresponsiblie.’’ 

Here are strikiug expressions by Mrs. 
Woolvertch ceneerning the Hamilton- 
Snell exposures: 

1. That Col. Snell was regarded by the 
“Hamifitons as a gtandfather tn his dot- 
age and might have béen humored in 
his eccentricities. She believei Eelna 
Hamilton had an aversion for him and 
frequéntly referred to it. 
| 2. That Mrs. Hamilton. was in a crit- 
ical eondtion of nervousness and in that 
condition still wlelded the same dominat- 
ing influence over her husband and 
daughter which always characterized 
her. With them she was above reproach. 

3. That Rev. E. A. Hamilton's letters 
concerning the ‘“‘buying of a home,” ad- 
dresg¢ed to Col. Snell, were but the echo of 
a determination long expressed by Col. 
Snell. * 

Always, Called Him Uncle. 

4. Mrs. Hamilton had Known Col. 
Snell since she was a child in short 
dresses. She had always called him 
‘‘unele’’ and he had always been gen- 
erous to the family in money matters. 
His calling her his sweetheart was a 
family joke. 

5. That Eelna Hamilton's letters are 
the following by an innocent child of 
the dictation of a mother mentally ir- 
responsible, while to all outward seem- 
ing merely exceedingly nervous. The 
girl's letters imply no moral obliquity 
}on her part. 
| 6 That Rev. Mr. Hamilton, while 
aware of the leve phrases-in some of 
the letters of his wife, considered them 
merely harmless concessions to the in- 
satiate demands of the old man for ex- 
pressions of affection, ° 

The requests for money were the re- 
sult of a long-time. generosty of €ol. 
Snell to Mrs. Hamilton, whom he consid- 
ered a-daughter, according to the com- 
mon acceptance in Clinton, Newman and 
Tuscola. 

“TIT am not making a defense of Mrs. 
Hamilton,’ declared Mrs. Woolverton, 
who is one of the wealthiest women in 
Tuscola. “Il am merely pointing out that 
peuple should be charitable until they 
have heard the other side of the case. 

“T must say that as matters appear 
oy the surface, the actions of Mrs. Hzm- 
ilton are inconceivable to me. She was 
the most devoted mother I ever ‘knew. 
Her affection for Eelna was pathetic. 
She guarded the child with ex traordi- 
nary precautions. 

“Rev. Mr. Hamilton was one of the 
most godly men I have ever met. | 
find it impossible to believe that he had 
knowledge of the full contents of his 
wife's letters to Snell. But his devotion 
to her has always.been very great. 

Eelna a Modest Girl. 

‘“Eelna Hamilton was and is a mod- 
est girl, pure-minded and of religious 
feeling. She has been a guest at my 
house. I have had the opportunity to 
know her intimately. I feel that the 
young girl, if she wrote those letters, 
was influenced by her mother to do 
that which her mother said was withou: 
harm.

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GILLETTE TO DIE FOR 
MURDER OF “BILLY” BROWK 


Court of Appeals D Dec élines to Grant 
New Trial to Man Who Killed 
Sweetheart. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 18.—The Court 
of Appeals today decided that Chester 
Gillette of Cortland must die in the elec- 
tric chair for the burder of his sweet- 
heart, Grace Brown of South Otselio, 
Chenango County, at Big Moose Lake in 
the Adirondacks on July 11, 1906. 

The Court affirms the judgment of 
conviction of murder in the first degree 
and the sentence of death, rendered at 
the extraordinary term of the Supreme 
Court in Herkimer County. 

Grace Brown, who was 
known as “Billy” had asked him to 
marry her. He had promised. They 
went to Big Moose Lake together and 
went boat riding. The girl's body was 
found in the Water. Gillette appeared 
several hours later and told conflicting 
stories. 

It was shown at the inquest that 
“Billy” was killed by blows on the head.

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EAN BOAT 
AFTER WRECK 


One Drinks Sea Water and 
Loses His Reason 
and Life. 


EE 





SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 18.—After four 
days in an open boat, on a tempestuous 
séa, without food or drink, three mem- 
bers of the crew of the American mer- 
chant ship Emily Reed, which was 
wreked off the Oregon coast, near the 
mouth of the Oregon River, were res- 
cued Sunday night in Neah Bay. In the 
boat was a dead mag, the cook of the 
vessel, who lost first his reason then 
his life. The men had no food since 


last Sunday night nor any water since |}, 


they left the wreck at 1:30 o’clock last 
I'riday morning. 

The survivors were in a _ terrible 
plight, their tongues so swollen from 
thirst they could hardly articulate. They 
had been given up for dead by the cap: 
tain of the vessel, who, with his wife 
and four sailors, managed to get to 
shore after the vessel struck. 

Hail for Help Is Heard. 

The crew of the six-ton sloop Teckla, 
lying in Neah Bay, heard a feeble hail 
and saw a steel lifeboat crawling along 
before of a light breeze. 

The men in the Hfeboat were taken 
on board the sloep. They were Mate 
Fred Zube, and Seamen Ewald Abil- 
sted and Arthur Jahunke. The name 
of the dead cook ig not known. 

Mate Zube told the story of the wreck 
and the sufferings of himself and his 
companions. He said the Emily Reed 
0t too close in ghore because of an 
inaccuracy In the captain's reckoning 
resulting from the chronometers getting 
out of order, She struck the rocks and 
began to break up rapidly. 


Life Boat Washed Away. 
Capt. Kersel. and his wife a four 


members of the crew were on the after 
deck, which was wedged on the rocks 
The members of the crew forward couid 
not go aft, and they launched the life- 
boat. As they cut the lashings a tre- 
mendous sea overwhelmed them, and 
Capt. Kerse] afterwards reported that 
the four occupants were‘ drowned. He 
and the others on the after part of the 
ship clung to the rigging till the tide 
fell, then scrambled ashore. 

Meanwhile four other members of the 
crew were washed into the sea and 

Capt. Kersel and his wife, the second 
mate and three seamen ciung to the 
wreck till the tide fell and they were 
enabled to walk ashore. 

Zube and his three companions had 
inanaged to stick to the Hfeboat which 
righted itself. T ey say they called to 
Capt. Kersel to fillng them a line and 
that he tried to do so, but cduld not. 

Only One Good Oar, 

“My atin was broken when the wreck- 
age from the galley fell on us,” said 
Zube, ‘“‘and I was almost helpless. We 
had only one good oar. The others 
were either broken or washed away. 

“A strong current swept us around 
near the stern of the vessel where Capt. 
Kersel and the others were hanging on. 
They tried to throw us a rope, but it 
fell short. The tide carried us out to 
sea. We tried Lard to head fon the 
Tillamook Light, but had no compass, 
When morning broke I found we were 
standing far out to sea. 

‘We reversed our course, and 
second night out we saw a light, 
we were afraid to venture in in 
darkness. There was neither food 
water on the boat and we suffered ter- 
ribly. The want of water was the 
worst. The cook insisted on drinking 
sea water. We tried to stop him, but 
failed. He soon became delirious. 

“About 2 o’clock Sunday we saw a 
big steamer. She stopped near us and 
we hailed her. We thought sure we 
would be saved. But she got under way 
and we saw her ro more. 


Dies in Despair. 

“Then the cook gave up the fight. 
lay» down in the water and died. 

“About 7 o’clock Sunday morning we 
made out Tattoosh Isiand. We were 
all too tired to manage the boat very 
well, but Sunday afternoon I got her 
headed back toward Neah Bay. 

“Sunday seemed the worst day we 
were out. We kept seeing al! sorts of 
vessels passing back and forth, but 
none of them would answer our hails. 
We were too far off to be made out 
plainly, I guess.”

Guards Are Demanded, 


When the Vanderbilt Cup race was 
run last on Long Island the crowds that 
lined the highway were so large that 
most of the foreign racers announced 
they would never -gain race in America. 
unless a private racecourse was pro- 
vided. William K. Vanderbilt Jr., “who 
gave the cup, added his protest, too, by 
declaring that unless troops were loaned 
as guards he would withdraw his pa- 
tronage. 

Efforts to raise money for the pur- 
chase of a private - racecourse have 
failed up to date, but the project has 
no* been abandoned. 

Savannah Wants Race, 

The auto enthusiasts of Savannah, 
Ga., are after the race and say that 
Gov. ‘Smith. will supply all. the troops 
necessary. Other Georgia State officials 
are said. to have agreed to send con- 
victs to Savannah and build a first-class 
road if the Vanderbilt racers will go 
there. Just what are Gov. Smith's 
views on the use of. State troops for 
boosting the automobile interests is not 
known positively. 

The Vanderbilt Cup race ts distinctive- 
ly an advertising enterprise, in which 
the chief contestants are the paid em- 
ployes of great manufacturing houses. 
Its object is to stimulate interest in 
automobiling and thereby sell more ma- 
chines. Incidentally it affords pleasure 
to untold thousands of sightseers, aida 
in the betterment of public highways 
and scares the life out of all creation 
not safely anchored to the top limbs 
of high trees. 


Caursze Is Available. 

Obstacles confronting the Racing 
Board ofthe American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, which has charge of the Van- 
derbilt cup race, in the matter of a suit- 
able course, have revived the discussion 
of efforts to bring the race to St. Louis. 
A course surveyed in St. Louis County 
last July, covering 22 miles, will be put 
into good condition if the race can be 
run here. 

Secretary Osborne of the Racing 
Board has under consideration the Long 
Island motor parkway, specially con- 
structed for automobiles, but the same 
difficulty exists there as on the New 
Jersey course formerly used. The 
crowds are likely to be so large as great- 
ly to endanger the lives of spectators 
and racers alike. 

William K. Vanderbilt Jr. announced 
after the last race that it could not he

: - yor of getting the ise for 
' St. Louis if possible. 

“Some of the Aero Club mem- 
bers who have been up in the air 
ever since the balloon racés might 
be induced to return to earth,”

Prob- 
ably \nothing more than -thetr pres- 
ence would be necessany. I am satisfied 
the members of the militia would be glad 
to act if they had permission.” 

“If the Vanderbilt race ean be 
brought here,” Secretary “‘W. F. Saun- 
ders of the Business Men’s League said, 
“we will see that the course is put 
into tlre best condition possible, and that 
proper precautions are taken to keep 
the crowd at. a safe distance. 

How Farmers Would Benefit. 

‘The race would be of great benefit 
to St. Louis, and farmers along the 
course would reap a financial harvest 
from it. The autc. -bilists rent stables 
and spend money freely, and the roads 
over which the race is to be run would 
be olled and put into splendid condi- 
tion, from which the farmers would de- 
rive benefit for months.’’ 

Roy Britton, secretary of the Auto- 
mobile Club of St. Louis, said the club 
was eager to have the race here, and 
evety inducement would be held forth 
to the Racing Board. He considers the 
course surveyed last summer feasible 
for the race.

ther D. 8. Phelan of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel Catholic Church told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday. ‘In 
Wurope they are binding and almost 
equivalent to marriage, but here—why, 
here a girl gets engaged one day and 
breaks it the next. The passing of the 
ring isn’t regarded as really binding— 
the girl just sends it back. 
Expected to Change Minds. 

“You see, in Europe the girls don’t 
choose their husbands. The men do 
the choosing, and when the betrothal 
is entered into it is final. No person 
can be married there while engaged to 
another person—but here, we never ask 
anything about previous or present en- 
gagements. The girls do the choosing 
here, and they are expected to change’ 
their minds once in a while. Here there 
is usually no dowry, which is another 
element making the espousal a matter 
of great moment in Europe, making it, 
indeed, almost a marriage. 

“The new laws are issued for the 
whole world, and are to be interpreted 
according to conditions in various 
places. They are extremely radical, 
particularly in the provision that no 
Catholic can be married except by 4 
priest. Heretofore, we have been very 
lenient about civil marriages, but the 
new laws forbid that. 

Marriage as Sacrament. 


*"The Catholic Church has always re- 
garded marriage as a sacrament, and 
as such has held that only the priest 
could administer the rite. -The observ-

Hxcepting only the founders of religious sy& 
tems, it is probable that Theodore Roosevelt and 
William J. Bryan have laid down more rules for 
the guidance of other people than can be traced 


‘they have not confined themselves to matters re- 
lating thereto. They have invaded the homes and 
the lives of the people. They have searched 
hearts, construed motives and passed judgments. 
Both mighty as moralists, neither has distin- 
guished himself by practical secomplishments as 
a statesman. 

Exhortation is agreeable to many people who 
have no purpose to amend their ways. If cleverly 
done, it will be listened to attentively even from 
men who are suspected of insincerity. But no 
great awakening ever proceeded from the élo- 
quence of a man whose own practices were not 
believed to square with his professions. 

A moralizer in many different ‘fields, Mr. Roose- 
velt has been particularly urgent in enforcing 
excellent ideas of righteousness upon business 
men, and yet-if he falle far short of his object 
and finds little but husks at his harvest, whom 
has he to blame but himself? 

There is no other canker in our business af- 
fairs that compares with the protective tariff in 
false pretense, in injustice, th oppression and in 
corrupting influence. In fact, the defiant im- 
morality lodged in that system may be said to 
have suggested many of the lesser evils against 
which Mr. Roosevelt has declaimed. It is the 
parent of privilege and fraud and dishonest 


wealth. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been moralizing on business 
affairs for almost seven years, and not once has

he aimed a blow at this deep-seated national sin. 
Ite swollen beneficiaries are all about him. He 
knows them. He knows the wickedness of the 
contrivance which has given them their unde- 
served millions. Exhorting other people to 
righteousness, he has done these offenders a serv- 
ice by centering attention upon other and in 
cases lesser offenders. 

For 12 years or more Mr. Bryan has been 
moralizing on the evils of the love of money; 
warning people against it; condemning the rich; 
assalling avarice and upholding the rights of man 
as against the rights of wealth—fine sentiments, 
all of them—but not one shaft has he hurled at 
the rich silver miine owners who, with his help, 
sought to trick the American people with 50-cent 
dollars. 

Mr. Bryan knows the nature of that proposed 
swindle as well as anybody else. He knows why 
the mine owners raised a big campaign fund. He 
knows what they expected to gain by it. A form- 
er Democrat, he knows that Silver took that way 
to gain the privilege which could not be con- 
ferred upon it by the tariff, and he has been silent 
as to the tariff ever since. Can he wonder that 
he returns from the harvest with empty hands? 

When men were called to the ministry of re- 
ligion they were supposed to have a gift of God. 
They withstood principalities and powers; they 
dared the dungeon and the stake; they lived ‘se- 
renely in poverty and neglect and they had no 
favored wrongs to shield and no pampered sin- 
ners to protect. Their own households were in 
order. they did not compound anybody's vil- 
lainy, and least of all their own. 

These two incredibly busy moralists, therefore, 
aré not declaring the whole counsel of civic 
vighteousness, and their hearers know that they 
are not. They are concealing something. They 
move valorously against some things. They 
shrink even from the recognition of other things. 
They say to some men: “You must be moral.” 
They do not say as much to all men. 

Here is the weakness of our world-renowned 
moralists. The people hear them gladly, but 
they do not believe in them. When Mr. Roosevelt 
shrieks that business shall be honest, his audi- 
tors have in mind the tariff which corrupts 
American industrial and business life. When Mr. 
Bryan eams that the dollar shall not be put 
above the man, they ask: What has become of 
that base metal dollar which you yourself tried 
to put above the man? 

The moral of all this is that moralists should 
have morals of their own. Inculcating honesty, 
let them practice honesty. Laying the lash upon 
greed and chicanery in some places, let them do 
sO even more severely upon those who abide in 
their own households. In particular, let them 
not forget that moralizing which does not run 
against unjust taxation and counterfeit money is 
no moralizing at all. 
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Something ig wrong with the grand old Dem- 
ocratic party when a committee of any sort can 
meet without indorsing its peerless leader. The
